(ii) shall subscribe to the non-contributory State Railway 
Provident Fund under the rules of that Fund as are 
applicable to Railway Servants appointed on the 
date they joined the service. 

The Candidates appointed to the Railway Board Secreta¬ 
riat Service will' be entitled to the privilege of passes and 
privilege ticket orders in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Railway Board from time to time. 


As regards leave and other conditions of service, staff 
including in the Railway Board Secretariat Service are 
treatrd in the same way as other Railway staff but in the 
matter of Medical facilities they wlil be governed by rule 
applicable to other Central Government employees with 
headquarters at New Delhi.
